1  SCOPE 

l.l  This  standard  lays  down  ihe  requirements  for 
stand,  a  treadle  driving  equipment,  used  with 
common  type  tables  of  sewing  machines  for 
household  purposes,

3  NOMENCLATURE 

3,1  Nomenclature  shall  be  as  shown  in  Fig.  L 

4  MATERIALS 

4.1  Cast  iron  parts  shall  be  manufactured  from 
cast  iron  corresponding  to  FG  150  of  IS  210: 
1978. 

4.2  Steel  parts  shall  be  manufactured  from  any 
suitable  steel,  such  as  20C8  or  40C8  of  IS  1570 
(Part  2):  1979. 

5  HARDNESS 

5.1  Bearing  surface  of  band  wheel  crank  and 
hingepins  for  treadle  shall  have  a  nsinimum 
hardness  of400HV, 

6  DIMENSIONS 

6.1  Dimensions  of  main  parts  shall  conform  to 
the  following: 

Height  of  leg  ( including  rollers  )  720  mm,  Min 
Width  of  brace  495  mm,  Min 

Diameter  of  band  wheel  420  mm,  Min 

(  boiiom  ol  bell  groove  ) 

Size  of  treadle  300  mm  x  225  mm. 

7  WORKMANSHIP  AND  FINISH 

7.1  Wheel  groove  and  wheel  rim  sliall  have  a 
smooth  tiitish. 

7.2  Parts  shall  be  assembled  iirmly  and  shall 
function  satisfactorily. 


7.3  Band  wheel  crank  shall  function  smoothly 
with  minimum  play. 

7.4  Treadle  shall  function  smoothly  with  minimum 
play. 

7.5  All  the  hinge  and  bearing  parts  shall  be 
properly  lubricated. 

7.6  All  the  legs  shall  be  titled  with  rollers.  The 
rollers  shall  turn  smoothly  and  all  the  four  legs 
shall  sit  firmly  on  the  floor- 

7.7  Belt  shifter  and  belt  guide  shall  be  properly 
located  and  belt  shifter  with  spring  shall  function 
satisfactorily. 

7.8  Band  wheel  shall  have  a  projection  for  the 
purpose  of  hooking-up  the  belt  and  this  projection 
shall  function  satisfactorily. 

7.9  All  parts  shall  be  sufficiently  strong  and  rigid. 

7.10  Castings  shall  be  free  from  detrimental 
defects  suc^  as  sand-drops,  blow  holes,  cracks, 
pins,  burrs,  etc.  Castings  shall  be  painted  with 
stoving  paint  and  shall  be  oven  baked.  The  paint 
coating  shall  be  smooth  and  free  from  run,  dust, 
mars,  peeling,  etc. 

8  MARKING 

8.1  The  stand  may  be  marked  with  manufacturer's 
name  or  trade-mark. 

9  PACKING 

9.1  Each  item  of  the  painted  c:ist  iron  compo- 
nent  shall  be  wrapped  separately  in  paper/polyethy- 
lene bag  after  proper  cleaning  and  removing 
dust,  etc.  in  such  a  manner  that  no  dust  can 
enter  it. 

9.2  All  the  hardware  item,  pitman  bearing,  etc, 
shall  be  packed  in  a  polyethylene  bag. 

9.3  Wrapped  items  of  the  stand  shall  be  packed 
in  a  strong  wooden  box  along  with  a  spanner  as 
per  best  prevailing  practice  in  the  trade.  The 
number  of  stand  Sets  to  be  packed  in  a  packing 
case  shall  be  us  agreed  to  between  the  supplier 
and  the  purchaser.
